2. For your information in connection with this particular 
report, of the regulations cited as being under consideration by 
the Office of the General Counsel, four have been submitted as of 
today, two in connection with motor vehicles are being discussed 
with Logistics and we hope to complete the work by the end of 
the week^n^^omection with special claims is being worked 
on with ^^^^^^^^^being informed, and the last one on inter- 
departmental procurement is being worked on with no completion 
date presently available. 


3. It is inevitable that certain types of regulations 
will stay in this Office for a considerable time because ex- 
tensive research is required, negotiations with other agencies 
must be completed, particularly the Comptroller General, or 
because rewriting is carried on in coordination with the other 
interested offices but with the work assigned to this Office 
as a focal point for the legal aspects. We maintain a separate 
assignment sheet for review of regulations, and I believe I can 
say that the delay in such review is not caused by inattention.
